Humane Officer Says Shade 


Trees in Pastures Are 


Good Investment 


BY A. E. FREDERICK, 
(State Humane Officer.) 


Shelter for dumb animals is need- 


ed in hot weather as well as in cold. 
In extreme heat suffering is more 
intense and shelter is ever more 
necessary. 


Every animr>J which is confined is 


entitled to protection from the hot 
rays of the sun, and owners should 
see that it is provided. 
This ap- 


plies to the dog in his ken.nel, the 
hogs in the pen, the cattle in the 
pasture, or the 
chickens 
in the 


yard. 


The farmer's pasture should con- 


tain one or more shade trees. 
It 


is a good investment, for extreme 
heat will cause consequent financial 
loss. 


Maoiy animals die from want of 


shade or shelter from the sun. The 
resultant financial loss is always 
greater than the small investment 
required to bring J^hem shelter and 
also comfort.

No One At FauJt 


When Forecasts of 
Weather (Jo Wrong 
On The Side 


Who is to blame when weather 


predictions go wrong? 
It seems 


impossible to find any one person or 
thing: at fault due to the many and 
varied technical phases of forecast- 
ing. 
Each morning the Madison 


weather bureau receives by tele- 
graph information regarding weath- 
er conditions at various points in the 
country, principally in the west, in- 
cluding the barometric pressure, re- 
duced to its equivalent at sea level, 
the temperature, direction of the 
wind, and the maximum and mini- 
mum temperature for 24 hours. 


A weather map is drawn with this 


information as a basis. Blue lines 
are drawn through points where 
barometric pressure is the same, and 
red lines through points where tem- 
perature is the same. The direction 
of the wind at each point is indicat- 
ed by an arrow. 
The centers of 


areas of low barometric pressure are 
indicated by "low," and the centers 
of areas of high barometric pressure 
by "high." 


"Lows" usually are associated 


with rising temperatures, accompan- 
ied by cloudiness and rain or snow, 
while "highs" usually are associated 
with falling temperatures, accom- 
panied by fair weather. Hence, gen- 
erally speaking, when the weather 
forecaster sees a "low" headed to- 
ward Madison, he forecasts at the 
time the "low" is due the same con- 
ditions which exist in the area cov- 
ered by the "low." However, there 
are phases of forecasting which 
make it far from being the compar- 
atively simple 
nutter described 
above. For instance, underestima- 
tion or overestimation of the speed 
at which a "tow" or a "high" 1* trav. 
•ling may cause an error.
